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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election, without traverse, of the claims of Group I as the elected 
group is acknowledged. The election/restriction is hereby made FINAL. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
preliminary amendment to the specification states that this is an application filed under 
35 USC 1 1 1(a). However, USPTO records indicate that this application is a 371 of 
PCT/JP04/16690. Appropriate clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The term "reduce" (which appears in the phrase "...reduce the 
content of...") is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term is not 
defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the 
requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of 
the scope of the invention. 
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Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The term "mainly" in step (1 ) of the claim is a relative term 
which renders the claim indefinite. The term is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. 

The remaining claims are also rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as 
claims which depend from indefinite claims are also indefinite. Ex parte Cordova, 10 
USPQ 2d 1949, 1952 (PTO Bd. App. 1989). 
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Allowable Subject Matte 

The subject matter of claims 1-9 would be allowable once the 1 12 rejections 
outlined above have been overcome. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

The closest prior art appears to be US 5,396,001, cited by applicant in the IDS, 
which teaches a related process for the purification of crude 1 ,1-difluoroethane 
contaminated with vinyl chloride using active carbon (column 1, line 36). Significantly, 
the reference is silent as to the pore size of the carbon particles, but concerns itself, 
instead, with the overall size of the particles themselves (column 2, line 17). As the 
instant examples make clear, however, pore size is a crucial limitation of the instant 
invention (see, in particular, instant comparative example 1).
